Harrisburg June 5—With much elo 


quence the two candidate-managers 
of Pennsylvania's reorganized Demo- 
crats, A. Mitchell Palmer and Vance 
C. McCormick, called for that elu- 
sive thing, party harmony, at the 
Democratic state committee meeting 
Wednesday afternoon. Then harmony 
flew away. 


By a good safe majority the new 


committeemen were responsive to the 
wishes of the Palmer-McCormick man 
agement; but when that management 
introduced a new wrinkle in promul- 
gating a party platform, in order to 
avoid a wrangle on the floor over lo- 
cal option and woman suffrage planks 
trouble was started just the same by 
Assemblyman John Flynn.of 'Elk coun 
'.y, and others counted as friendly to 
;he liquor interests. Flynn came next 
;hing to declaring a strike right on 
the spot. 


The local option and woman suf- 
rage planks went into the platform. 


Both Palmer and McCormick, in 


speeches before the committee hit out 
=avagely at Penrose and Penroseism, 
ndicating thpir line of fire for the 
campaign. Palmer also proclaimed 
limself champion and defender of the 
Wilson administration, its Panama 
canal tolls policy, its Mexican course 
and all.

Washington. June 5.—All Washing- 


ton is wondering what will be the out- 
come of Huerta!s order to blockade the 
port of Tam.pico and keep out the arms 
shipped from :Ntw York on the Ward 
liner Antilla. These arms are for the 
rebels, who now bold Tampico, and the 
United State* .forces, at Tampico have 
orders to keep that port open. Wliat 
complications may arise to embarrass 
President Wilson and the mediators at 
Niagara Fulls are a mutter for serious 
conjecture. 
: Tlie report that Huerta, or, rather 
his minister oi war. General Blaiujuet. 
had ordered the blockade of/rumpico. 
hns just reached Washington. 


This action under the existing imnls- 


tlce is understood to be clearly within 
tbe rights of Huerta. It Is not an aug- 
mentation of the supplies of either of 
the contesting parties to tlie interna- 
tional quarrel now in mediation at Ni- 
ngava Falls, but sin effort on' the part 
of a faction of Mexicans in rebellion 
against their government—as General 
Huerta sees it—to recoup their exhaust- 
ed magazines witb more material. 


Must Keep Port of Tampico Open. 
At tUis uiomeot tlie American force 


in Mexican waters has orders troui tlit; 
highest authority as to- how to act in 
tbe event that Hnerta attempts to 
blockade the port of Tampico. 


These orders were issued more than 


two weeks ago and so far as -can be, 
ascertained have not been couuter- 
'manded. Under these orders the Amer- 
ican commander was instructed to 
warn the federal naval commanders 
that the sanctity of the open port of 
Tampico must under no circumstances 
be disturbed. In view of the present 
status of the mediation proceedings 
Washington is on edge to learn wheth- 
er the original orders bave been revok- 
ed. If they stand as originally issued 
there is nothing for Admiral Badger to 
do but to warn the commander of the 
federal gunboats not to interfere with 
the discharge of tbe war material car- 
goes of merchantmen.

For Rebels to Get the Ammunition. 
Another Delicate Situation. 


Washington. June 5.—All Washing- 


ton is wondering what will be the out- 
come of Huerta!s order to blockade the 
port of Tam.pico and keep out the arms 
shipped from :Ntw York on the Ward 
liner Antilla. These arms are for the 
rebels, who now bold Tampico, and the 
United State* .forces, at Tampico have 
orders to keep that port open. Wliat 
complications may arise to embarrass 
President Wilson and the mediators at 
Niagara Fulls are a mutter for serious 
conjecture. 
: Tlie report that Huerta, or, rather 
his minister oi war. General Blaiujuet. 
had ordered the blockade of/rumpico. 
hns just reached Washington. 


This action under the existing imnls- 


tlce is understood to be clearly within 
tbe rights of Huerta. It Is not an aug- 
mentation of the supplies of either of 
the contesting parties to tlie interna- 
tional quarrel now in mediation at Ni- 
ngava Falls, but sin effort on' the part 
of a faction of Mexicans in rebellion 
against their government—as General 
Huerta sees it—to recoup their exhaust- 
ed magazines witb more material. 


Must Keep Port of Tampico Open. 
At tUis uiomeot tlie American force 


in Mexican waters has orders troui tlit; 
highest authority as to- how to act in 
tbe event that Hnerta attempts to 
blockade the port of Tampico. 


These orders were issued more than 


two weeks ago and so far as -can be, 
ascertained have not been couuter- 
'manded. Under these orders the Amer- 
ican commander was instructed to 
warn the federal naval commanders 
that the sanctity of the open port of 
Tampico must under no circumstances 
be disturbed. In view of the present 
status of the mediation proceedings 
Washington is on edge to learn wheth- 
er the original orders bave been revok- 
ed. If they stand as originally issued 
there is nothing for Admiral Badger to 
do but to warn the commander of the 
federal gunboats not to interfere with 
the discharge of tbe war material car- 
goes of merchantmen. 


Huerta Acts Quickly. 


The order of Hear Admiral Badger

as above stated, and no nuisance shall 
be created by its removal.
